This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: different species of ink jet composition as set forth in (I) claims 1-7, (II) claims 8-27, 
(III) claims 28-33, (IV) claims 34-57, (V) claims 58-62 and (VI) claim 63.
